Not too many reports this week, but we have some gripping tundra testimony from Shawn. Shawn, 
I put up a second antenna this week, but had to contend with a four-foot drift in my own backyard 
plus the bone-chilling wind. At least 1 can duck into the house to warm up at any time! ‘ 

What strange conditions here. My east west beverage has all but eliminated Caribbean and South 
American DX, and while LW TA signals are heard EVERY night (sometimes pinning the S-meter), I 
have logged not a single MW TA this year. As well, I’m getting lots of far northern LW beacons which 
suggests that conditions are non-auroral much of the time. Where I’m doing well is with lots of 
domestic new ones from Michigan, Minnesota, Ohio, Iowa, Manitoba, and Illinois - all due west. I’ve 
also managed to hear two from the east that have escaped me for years: WTAG-580 and WZON-620. 
My new southwest wire gives me an alternative direction, but the signals are much weaker, so phasing 
has not accomplished much yet. Perhaps I need to run another 1000’ wire SWW/NEE to bring it up to 
the same level as the other wire.

After all that 
we were going to DX or pass out. 

As you see the DX was good with a new one from Norway on Longwave and some new domestic 
DX. Conditions were poorer than usual with no Mexicans heard. Also no TA or TP hets on MW. Oh 
well we have fun and by the way slept really well that night. Hey it just a hobby but what a hobby!” 

Erik speaks: “LW signals are now at their best in many instances allowing dual receiver pseuda 
stereo reception for really great sound. Some of these signals are heard well before sun down-as early 
as 2 pm Eastern local time, with very little static/beautiful conditions. Also reception into European 
daylight for some of the rarer signals. Unable, so far, to duplicate the Newfoundland DX’pedition 
fantastic DX reception of Russia on 261 or Turkmenistan on 279 kHz!” 

Erik has more to say: “December TA DX was interesting in the low level of Mid Eastern signals vs. 
European activity. Most active lately have been the R. Bleu outlets and R Norway, with strong signals 
frequently before sunset and till after European sunset. Static levels have been very low lately from LW 
through MW and SW. DX is getting better and better!”

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Shared tips, topics, and Internet info 
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It was good to see some additional discussion on this topic in recent “Musings”. I’m going to start 
this time with a recent clarification from John Callarman, and then back into the discussion. 

John Callarman <JohnCallarman@email.msn.com>: I just noticed in my long but simplified precis 
on publishing that appeared this fall on the reflector and in the December 25 DX’er’s Notebook, I left 
out one transition which may make it appear I had attributed the “setback referred to in discussions 
about attempts to make the NRC log a private profit-making venture” to the “good people in Louis- 
ville.” The setback occurred after our Louisville publishing team turned over publishing to an indi- 
vidual in the upper Midwest. Long-time members who know the club history look at Louisville’s 
publishing team and the two NRC conventions it hosted as among their fondest memories. I do. I 
would not want anyone who came aboard later to think there was any problem questionable lines 
with Louisville. The LADs were good guys. 


ELECTRONIC “DXNEWS” 

Barry McLarnon VE3)F <bm@lynx.ve3jf.amprorg>: “It is important to keep in mind that any EDXN 
would, for the foreseeable future, be an *option™, not a *replacement*. I think we're already seeing that many of 
our most computer-literate members would still prefer a paper DXN. But there are some who would prefer the 
electronic version. Is it enough to justify the effort and risk? Good question.” The print and electronic formats 
each have their strengths and weaknesses. Retiring to your easy chair to peruse your newly-arrived 
copy of DXN sure beats staring at a CRT. It’s later, when you want to use them for reference while 
DXing that the print formats fall short. Hmm... I think I read something about that station in DXN... 
was it last month, the month before, six months ago... flip, flip, flip... yawn. So much easier to have the 
issues on your hard drive and “grep” through them to find that callsign or frequency. Similarly for the 
AM Log - the print version is great for marking up, making notes, etc., but a pain for searching. For 
both DXN and the AM Log, I’d subscribe to both print and electronic versions if they were available. I 
doubt if I’m the only one who feels that way, so I expect that any reduction in numbers opting for the 
print versions would be offset by those opting to get both types. 

Frederick R. Vobbe <fredv@nrcdxas.org>: “I think you'll find a significant number don't want to pay 
the $24. They're thinking that since there is no expense for paper or postage it should be possible to offer an 
EDXN at considerably lower dues.” Perhaps we should look at something like “All Access” does for radio 
users. The problem I have with web publishing is that the notion of it being electronic translates to no 
expense. ] can speak from experience that there will be expenses to providing an EDXN, and people 
can not expect it for free.... unless they want to do like other publications do and simply cut and paste 
from other web sources, sometimes without credit. “I don’t think uncredited use in other publications/sites 
would be significantly more common than it already is. It’s not all that hard to retype individual items.” Except 
for the lazy factor. I seldom see anything printed in DXN in other lists, where it is not uncommon to 
have material from this list in other mail lists, and printed in publications because it’s so easy to for- 
ward something of interest, cut, and paste it. “prefer a paper DXN. But there are some who would prefer the 
electronic version. Is it enough to justify the effort and risk? Good question.” Perhaps I should also ask, what 
is it that DX News has that need to be on the web that is not covered in the list(s)? 

Russ Edmunds <wb2bjh@nrcdxas.org>: That's an interesting question, but I think we've got two 
things going on here. Some are talking about some kind of E-DXN on the web, perhaps on a site, while 
others are talking about some kind of an e-mailed DXN. What | do know is that both aren’t necessary 
because they are largely mutually exclusive. The issue as to what's in DXN that needs to be electronic 
that isn’t on the lists goes back to a comment I made about the near non-use of the DXTIP list except for 
advance announcements of CPC tests. That's an electronic vehicle that’s really not being used the way 
it could be for tips. So does that say anything relevant about this whole issue??? 

Richard Toebe <richtoebe@jps.net>: “The problem I have with web publishing is that the notion of it 
being electronic translates to no expense.” IRCA’s SDXM is not free; it costs $10 a year. Disclosure: I 
subscribe to both the SDXM and hard copy DX Monitor from 
IRCA, which costs more than just subscribing to the hard copy. 


If DXN offered a SDXN, I would get both as well. We had 
quite a discussion about this subject in the IRCA listserv a 
while back, although the motivations at that time were a bit 
different (there was the crisis of how the bulletin would con- 
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publisher). Many of you on this list are aware of that, so 1 won't go into a major rehash of the whole 
thing. What is the purpose of dues? To support the operations of the club, subsidized as heavily as itis 
by the vast efforts of unpaid volunteer labor. If theoretically 100% of the membership were online, and 
you could eliminate the costs of postage, printing, and accounting for funds brought in by subscrip- 
tion (lots of legal requirements even for non-profits), there would be a good argument for eliminating 
dues. But who pays for Paul’s crashed hard drive, used heavily in the production of DXN? Who pays 
for the costs of maintaining a web presence? ISPs are known to fine customers who exceed their 
download limits per month, if you just maintain a web page. What about installing a server and pay- 
ing fora domain name? As editor of the IRCA Slogans List since 1981, I was always allowed to ask for 
a reimbursement of my cash expenses, but as they were pretty low I never bothered to. We all know 
from experience that some DXers are stingy; every time IRCA instituted a dues increase members were 
lost. Even commercial websites are learning this the hard way, because this sense that the internet 
should be free has taken hold. Radio Digest and TheStreet.com come to mind here. So does Napster 
and MP3 downloads. Paul has pointed out in the IRCA listserv that NRC publications like the Log help 
to keep club dues to a minimum. Phil says that 40% of IRCA’s members subscribe to the SDXM. How 
many of those subscribed because they can get the bulletin e-mailed to them for $10 a year? There are 
lots of reasons why DXN should or shouldn't be online. I won’t rehash them either, they’ve been 
covered pretty thoroughly over the past few days. But from a strictly financial point of view, it would 
be interesting to know if having the SDXM has helped or hurt IRCA’s finances and membership. | 
don’t remember seeing anything about this in DXM, and I haven’t been on the Board in years. The cold 
reality is that the club must be solvent. That is a fact regardless of how the bulletin is distributed. 
DXMidAmerica is a great DXers reference, I enjoy reading it, but it’s not a club. It’s a labor of love by 
the editor/ publisher, but has no legal status as far as I know. Herman Boel’s European LW-MW list, 
downloadable as a PDF file, is a wonderful reference, better than WRTH, but it’s not a club (and he 
asks for donations to help offset his costs). As I see it, this listserv is the equivalent of the clubhouse— 
a restricted clubhouse, even if no one discriminates purposely. The requirement that you have a com- 
puter and be online is the restriction. It definitely is not the formal meeting, where minutes are taken 
and copies sent to everyone. It is great that we see abridged summaries of what goes on here printed in 
DXN, this might induce non-online members to get in on this. Kevin Redding says that we should 
have a choice, not either/or. Choice is good. However, the financial factor cannot be overlooked as 
long as NRC is a constituted legal entity. Thanks for sticking with me through this lengthy posting! 

Kevin Redding <lwdxer@juno.com>: “We had quite a discussion about this subject in the IRCA listserv 
a while back, although the motivations at that time were a bit different “Oho boy!

Mike Pietruk <pietruk@shellworld.net>: Kevin, With the cost of printing and postage, I would 
have to think that the IRCA, at year’s end, has more to show for a $10 SDXM subscription than the cost 
ofa print one. Ihave to believe that much of the cost of a conventional IRCA or NRC subscription price 
is eaten up by those 2 items leaving only a minimal amount to the groups to cover their other costs of 
operation. I would think that distributing printed issues is a highly costly means of getting the mate- 
rial into the hands of the subscribers though, as many here have already stated, it is their preferred 
means. The interesting question I have for Fred is how much of the cost of producing the DXAS is 
absorbed by the cost of the tapes themselves, the mailers, postage and the need to supply replacement 
tapes. Subtracting those cost out, I would believe, might reduce DXAS 
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available edition and perhaps some of the savings kept by the club to subsidize other production costs 
including wear and tear on Fred’s equipment. Please note, that before anyone begins screaming, I am 
not suggesting that the DXAS give up the tape edition. Rather, with what we have been discussing 
here perhaps creating an Internet only downloadable option for perhaps $10-15 a year. 

Russ Edmunds: “Everyone should get what they want and for that, we should expect to pay for it.” If only 
a small handful, say even as many as 50, want an EDXN, then the per-individual cost would be pro- 
hibitive.

1 don’t charge for it as I consider Real Audio about as good 
as calling a McDonald’s hamburger a good cut of meat. There are people that are not bothered by it, 
but I can’t listen to it. I get to about mid-way in Jerry’s column then loose interest. Cassettes are still the 
way to go unless you have the bandwidth for MP3. Maybe I'll change my mind after we put WNRC- 
Web on the air, and Real Audio upgrades the algorithm for G2 to make it sound better. 

Russ Edmunds: Given all of the discussion on this the past several days, I’m going to try to sort out, 
briefly, the major issues, as I see them: 

1) Is there sufficient demand for an electronic DXN-type vehicle? 

2) What is the ‘benefit’ of doing it - better timeliness? ability to e-copy items more easily? Save 
trees? Other? 

3) If so, what should it be - a duplicate of DXN, or a partial duplicate containing only some things? 
Or something else? 

4) Which things from DXN should it have? 

5) Should it be ike an email or on the website? 

6) Who will do the work? What if there is added work required of the current publisher? 

7) What about hardware/software costs to do it, if needed? 

8) What will it cost? What would be the cost differential to produce it vs. paper? 

I'm not going to pretend that I have any answers on this, in part because | really don’t know what 
I'd like to see in it, nor do know how much | might find it useful. Clearly there would be times where 
I'd like the ability to e-copy material, but given Phil’s statement of how much faster it is than mail, I 
think I’d rather people used the DXTIP list. But Fred’s right that if we don’t have the right reasons, and 
the several of us who've said that there needs to be sufficient demand are also right, and so was whom- 
ever it was who said that we'd need to have some better consensus on content and medium too. Right 
now in my mind, it’s in the “nice to have” category. I’ll have to think about it further and see what

tion of bandwidth. Let me be politically incorrect for a moment, and if I get the hair to raise up on your 
neck please allow me the latitude of these statements as “discussion” and not personal attack. In other 
words, think about what I’m going to say carefully before taking it out of context and posting an 
embarrassing reply. We as DXers have two strong traits. We're cheap and we love high tech. Let me 
address the high tech issue first. We love radios that perform well. We love to advance the technology 
by building better antennas and better receivers. Unlike a regular listener, we build beverage antennas, 
phasing units, and filters. We get angry when the outside world descends on our hobby, as in TVI, man 
made noise, or that %#/ splashing station which is on day facilities at night. Our opinions are strong 
and we're not afraid to say what is on our mind. Some folks can be exhibitionists of sorts, that is, not 
participating in group discussions but only posting (or submitting to DXN) when there is something to 
crow about. lor the most part we love radio, we like to talk about it, and promote it to its highest 
technical form. While this is great, it does offer some problems when 
it comes to the Internet and web. The problem is the perception of WPHY 560 am 
usable information. How is it suppose to look? What form wilbit (Mm xssvivania unis assoctars, 1Ne 
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be delivered, (web, digest, HTML, pdf)? What will be the content? How quick should it be delivered? 
‘This is a big struggle because everyone has their own “solid” opinions as to what it should be. Perhaps 
the biggest problem with Internet newsletters is the issue of time. That’s right, time... or should I say 
the perception of it in relationship to our personal lives. There is not a month that goes by that some 
angry email will show up blasting me for not answering an email that someone sent that I didn’t 
respond to within 2 hours. There is the mail someone sends while I’m away on business, and somehow 
I'm negligent in my duties with the NRC for not taking the entire studio and club database with me to 
reference a question that was asked. The perception is that the “send” key is like a pager, and that my 
prompt reply is required because it’s electronic. Yes, these are rare, but they happen, but what does it 
have to do with this discussion? I fear that even with an electronic DXN there will be those who will 
still not find it acceptable because it’s not instant enough. A catch today (Sunday) will be no longer 
useful if the person receives the EDXN on Monday, Tuesday, or beyond. Again, the expected percep- 
tion of time vs. information content plays into this heavy. Will people be satisfied, or will folks be 
unhappy because that message that was posted at 3AM was not in the magazine that was mailed at 
6AM the same morning? Then there is the format. I still feel that although some people can read PDF, 
HTML, and other formats, that is not the right way to go. I have a T3 here for my bandwidth, so is it 
acceptable for me to assume everyone else should be the same speed and I? No. Any publication 
should be straight ASCII text, and if you have a picture or something that you want to show, we can 
post it on the web server with a link to it. Now, let me address the cheap. The perception again with 
many on the Internet is that because it can be clicked on and emailed, that it should be better and with 
less cost. While it can, there is a price to pay for immediate, and quality content. Someone is paying for 
the connections and servers. If someone has to assemble and post a publication, that is time and money. 
Their time, their money in the connection. I think that if anyone is thinking of going to an electronic 
publication to get away from paying for a magazine, you're kidding yourself as to the quality and 
longevity of the publication. I have yet to see anything of quality and substance be cheap. If cheap is 
better,let the IRCA drop it’s $10.00 fee for the E-newsletter and all clubs should be on the web, open to 
the public, no dues, and not print anything on paper. That’s cheap... lets see how long it’s going to last. 
It seems to me that the NRC has two things that work well. DX News in print is great, and our lists are 
*the most* efficient way to transfer info (albeit they are not used to their full potential). If you havea 
tip, put it in the DXTIP so those of us who are in the list can get the alerts. Perhaps we should entertain 
the idea of a web page for submitting your loggings, which would automatically send them to the 
DDXD editors and post them in a special digest edition or web page. What about a putting all stories, 
articles, FCC news into a separate list? What about some type of comment page where you could 
report changes for AMS to Jerry and the rest of the group? You folks tell me what would work the best. 
But again, I would caution anyone from seeking an electronic version of DXN just because it’s cool 
high tech, or you think it will be cheap, or... it would be easy to get for free because a member could 
forward it to you and you would not have to pay. Those are the WRONG reasons. The right reasons 
should be because we can more effectively get OUR (your and mine) info to the rest of the member- 
ship faster, and more accurately. We can save time in the retyping and formatting of information to 
editors. (Remember, the people who put it together are like you. Their time is as important as yours). If 
people don’t submit info/logs /tips /articles/material, no publication (print or electronic) will survive. 
Any organization is only as good as the quality of the material put into it. The efficiency of publications 
is proportional to the methods used to reduce labor and time provoking activities. Having said that, 
why don’t we put some ideas together so information from you can be posted more efficiently to the 
list and directed to the appropriate editors for publication in DXN? 

Russ Edmunds <wb2bjh@nrcdxas.org>: Nothing to take offense at, but I don’t see how almost no 
DX Tips on the DX Tip list speaks well?!? “I fear that even with an electronic DXN there will be those who 
will still not find it acceptable because it’s not instant enough.” That was exactly one of my prior points, and 
is very connected to the DXTip issue. And Phil already shared with us IRCA’s timing electronic vs. 
print, so we have something to chew on... “The right reasons should be because we can more effectively get 
OUR (your and mine) info to the rest of the membership faster, and more accurately. We can save time in the 
retyping and formatting of information to editors...” Essentially, I’m in complete agreement! 

Frederick R. Vobbe: My point exactly. Why do we need the urgency of information when we have 
something in place that nobody uses? And as I pointed out earlier, if people really want a great publi- 
cation, then start submitting loggings and info to the list and to editors!

There are a few members that kick butt when it comes to tips, informa- 
tion, and submissions. Yet there are others who have been with us for more that 10 years and I've yet to 
hear a peep out of them. That’s fine for me, but like I pointed out to folks at the convention, DXAS 
editors are not like Matt Drudge. We don’t go looking for the story. IF someone gives us just a tip, we'll 
report it, but we don’t have the assets to do investigative work. For the DXAS members on the list, just 
call 419-224-1609 and leave your tip or info. Other members will appreciate it. 

Russ Edmunds: “What is amazing to me is that we have @ 750 people. Only a TINY percentage post or 
send in loggings.” It has almost always been that way. And I’d guess if Fred were to divulge the number 
of subscribers to this list, it would probably be at least 3 or 4 times the number of different people one 
could count posting to it in any given week... But look at it this way - if twice or three times as many 
people reported, either the size of DXN (and hence the work to produce it and also the paper and 
postage costs, and hence the dues) would have to increase or else there would be limited space and 
submissions would have to be cut. In almost any nonprofit hobby club, this is normal - the ‘readers’ 
largely read, and in so doing, subsidize the remainder. That’s not necessarily a bad thing! 

Mike Pietruk <pietruk@shellworld.net>: Russ, I think that part of the reason that the number of 
contributors is small lies with a number of factors. One assumption that is made when someone joins 
the NRC or JRCA is that they are active in DXing. While I occasionally do seek a catch, I find the 
discussions more valuable as a tool to keep up with what’s happening in radio; and now, withso much 
audio available on the web, find little practical value in listening toa scratchy broadcast of a far away 
game when I can get it in full-quieting FM audio via the net. Now, thanks to the net, I can now, in many 
instances, personally tune into what folks are writing about rather than to hope that some late night, 
when I’m plagued with insomnia, I can pick it up for a couple of minutes. I think you might be sur- 
prised that many subscribers are interested in radio first and foremost rather than pure DXing. 

Russ Edmunds: Actually, I’m not sure that I would be surprised, as I’ve been aware of that, al- 
though that only accounts for some of those who don’t appear to be active. For instance, there are 
probably a number whose interest is primarily DX but who are relatively inactive. And I’m sure there 
are a number of other reasons as well, which is fine! 

Frederick R. Vobbe: Thatis a good point, Mike. It may also surprise you that many people aircheck, 
listen to SW radio, and play around with expensive HI-FI equipment. The serious DXers have no 
problem dropping $750 to $3,000 for radios nor spend money on trips just to find a quiet DX spot. 
That's what makes this hobby interesting, and yet confusing. When we tried an aircheck column on 
the DXAS, despite people yelling “we want it”, there was little support. And when I have read Glenn 
Hauser’s, DXP1., or Media Network’s sked on the mag, that will always yield 
several people asking me not to waste time on shortwave issues. So...as an oS weer '

editor, we walk a relatively thin line. The only way we can guide the 
magazine(s) is having input from those that support it. Support comes in not 
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only someone saying what they like, but also by how they contribute to a publication. I’m more likely 
to support changes where the membership can prove there is and will be support versus an idea that 
someone wants to try. 

Paul Swearingen <PlsBCBDXER@aol.com>: Add “motivation of editors” to the “thin line” factor. 
Several times I've tried to listen to the membership and put ideas into print, only to find that recruiting 
editors was difficult, or “training” them to follow my ideas (which I hope parallel those of the mem- 
bership) was even more problematic. And let’s not even discuss the fact that I’m not only publishing 
DXN but editing two infrequent columns (DDXA and IDXA) and temporarily editing an every-issue 
column, DDXD-E, for which I received not a single volunteer when the regular editor had to back out 
for a few months, due to family obligations. In spite of the fact that right now DXN has the finest bunch 
of editors I’ve ever worked with, it’s rather difficult to tweak peoples’ “comfort zone” to get them to 
accept new ideas, both editors and general members. 

Russ Edmunds: “If NRC does go fo electronic distribution, it needs to be certain it uses a platform that 
supports all major OSs.” And that’s another dissent to the statement made here yesterday about how 
standards were becoming more established. There are probably very very few ways to doa project like 
the log which would be workable with just the more common O$’s. And, if Linux offered significant 
advantages to or was more usable by less advanced users, it would also be even more prevalent than it 
already is. I know a number of people who want an alternative to anything Microsoft for a variety of 
reasons, but wouldn’t be able to handle Linux - myself included, hi. 

Doug Smith <w9wi@bellsouth.net>: I’m not referring only to Linux here. I know Paul is a Mac fan, 
and there are others in the club. The other problem is that proprietary tools and formats (like Word 
Perfect and Adobe Acrobat) sometimes cease to be backwards-compatible. That forces users of older 
versions to upgrade against their will. (especially frustrating when the upgrade won’t run on their 
hardware or older OS version!) Finally, these proprietary formats often stuff a lot of unnecessary extra 
information into the files. Whether you're a Microsoft fan or not, there’s a lot to be said for using the 
most universal file format possible. (besides, with Star Office I can read just about any Microsoft file 
anyway!) 

Frederick R. Vobbe: So can I, but what about the rest of the people on the list? Again, let's not get 
so elitist that in our quest to have a snappy e-publication that we ace out people. Personally, | would 
see the only viable publication being in text only, like a digest, so that *anyone* could read it without a 
specific platform, or the need to install a software package of any sort. 

Doug Smith W9WI: (the Star Office comment was meant essentially facetiously) Text or HTML. 
Those are the two essentially universal formats. Text is slightly more universal (accessible on *very* 
old machines like the C64 which don’t support web browsers) while HTML supports the attachment 
of pictures & charts. I would definitely avoid any other format. 

Doug Smith WOWI: “But I don’t think that having an exact copy of an issue of DXN somewhere in cyberspace 
is what we're talking about” | don’t know what others are thinking, but actually an exact copy of the 
paper DXN ‘*is* what I was thinking of. The hyperlinks would work (which of course they can’t ina 
paper DXN!) but otherwise we'd be looking at an electronic copy of the printed bulletin. Not actually 
“somewhere in cyberspace” but emailed directly to paid subscribers. 

Paul Swearingen: Aaack! I may be missing something here, but I have to go back to my reading- 
DX-News-on-the-laptop-while-seated-in-the-bathroom concept. E-searching the content of a series of 
DXN’s notwithstanding, I fail to see any advantage. How ‘bout an interactive DXN ona web site - with 
each station logo hot-linked to streaming audio of the station’s ID? Or each unlD hot-linked to the 
originator’s web site, which would host the audio clip of the unID for perusal? 3D diagrams of con- 
struction projects, with full color-coded components? Promos for Publications Center items in stream- 
ing video? Wowie zowie! The concepts make me so tired that I’m going to have to hit the sack just so I 
can muster up enough strength to finish #2, a mere 24-pager in b&w. 

Russ Edmunds: Now it’s my turn to go “Aack!”. I’d think the last thing we’d want to do would be 
hot-link to streaming audio of station ID’s. We have enough lazy/sloppy/fraudulent (you pick) re- 
porters to DXN right now!

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DX ing ‘smart’, with shared tips and requests by NRC members 


Welcome to another edition of Target DX! This time, the focus is on Pre-Sunrise Authority (PSRA) 
and Post-Sunset Authority (PSSA), both of which have been topics of recent discussion on the listserv. 
Remember to send your questions or your suggestions for future topic-oriented columns to me either 
via the NRCDXAS listservs, by off-line email or by regular mail! 


Back in the 1950’s and early 1960’s, there were essentially four basic types of operations permitted 
— full ( or unlimited ) time, daytime, limited time and shared time. The first two being somewhat 
obvious, I'll start with the third. Limited time operations were granted to a small number of stations 
which were authorized to operate on schedules which were less than full time but more than daytime. 
Most of these were on designated Clear Channels, where a second station, usually at a large distance 
from the first, was permitted to operate during the day, but were required to sign off at a specified time 
each month, usually determined by the time of local sunset at the first station, rather than at their own 
local sunset. Conversely, the Limited Time stations were often required to sign on at times other than 
their local sunrise, depending upon the location of the co-channel station they were required to pro- 
tect. The fourth type of operation covered situations where two or more stations within a close geo- 
graphical area were licensed to the same frequency and permitted to share hours of operation. Some- 
times these stations utilized the same technical facilities, while other times, they did not. 

Another group of stations, by virtue of their proximity to stations on the Canadian border and by 
operation of treaty, were required to either reduce power and/or change antenna pattern prior to local 
sunset in order to provide protection from interference to those Canadian stations. These were desig- 
nated as ‘Canadian-Restricted’ operations. Similarly, there was also another group of stations which 
provided similar protections to specified co-channel US stations. This group was designated as ‘Criti- 
cal Hours’ operations. Both differed from the previously mentioned Limited Time stations in that they 
were not always required to leave the air to avoid creating interference as the Limited Time stations 
were. 

Each of the various groupings other than full time were brought about at various times in an at- 
tempt to increase the number of stations available on each frequency, as well as the number of hours 
they could operate. This is of course the same force which has driven many subsequent changes we 
have seen over the years, which included the introduction, in the late 1960's, of Pre-Sunrise Authority. 
(It should be noted, however, that no additional Limited Time stations could be licensed after 1954, 
nor any new daytime stations after December, 1987. ). 

The original idea behind the PSRA was to permit daytime stations, whose local sunrise in midwin- 
ter could be 8:00 AM local time or later, to sign on as early as 6:00 AM with reduced power until their 
actual local sunrise time so as to be able to better serve their communities. The rationale behind the 
PSSA, which came a few years later, was similar, in that local sunset in some parts of the country in 
midwinter could be as early as 4:00 PM. The PSSA permits operations for a period of up to two hours 
after local sunset. In the interests of objectivity, it must be mentioned that morning and evening drive 
time are the two most lucrative times of the day for most stations. As with many general rules, there 
are several exceptions as dictated either by international treaty, or by specific requirements protecting 
co-channel fulltime stations on the clear channels. In addition, protected stations were permitted to 
contest PSRA or PSSA authorizations, which frequently led to formal hearings and additional engi- 
neering studies. 

PSRA’s and PSSA’s were often assigned not just to daytime-only stations, but to a number of fulltime 
stations as well. If a fulltimer had an authorized nighttime power of less than the 500 watt maximum 
for PSRA and PSSA, or ifit were directional at night in such a way as its coverage under a nondirectional 
250 or 500 watt PSRA or PSSA would cover a greater area than the directional nighttime pattern would 
at greater power, then they would opt to use these programs. Similarly, when the FCC granted night- 
time operations to the majority of daytimers a number of years ago, the majority of those stations 
retained the use of their former PSRA and PSSA authorizations. 

In both cases, powers for these additional hours of operations are calculated by the FCC based ona 
number of interference factors, and in some cases, there are also limita- 
tions on hours beyond those stated above. The absolute maximum per- ofr e 
missible power under either program is 500 watts. Today, stations not = eS 
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need to apply for either PSRA or PSSA, nor are they required to use them when they are issued. In the 
carlicr years of both programs, however, stations were required to apply for their authorizations, pro- 
viding engineering data proving that they could accomplish it without causing interference. All sta- 
tions choosing to use these extended authorizations are required to notify the FCC of their intended 
use, and, in all cases where the authorized power is less than the smallest of their normal daytime, 
Critical Hours or Canadian-Restricted authorized power, to document how they intended to achieve the 
reduced power level. 

This last follows some of the recent discussion on the listserv as to the problems which caused some 
stations to choose not to use their PSRA or PSSA, or else to use higher powers than authorized. With 
many stations authorized for PSRA or PSSA powers of less than 10 watts, this wasn’t the only problem, 
because even if a station could reasonably obtain the correct power, its coverage often was so marginal 
that using it didn’t pay to use it. Today, a similar situation exists with regard to many of the night 
powers authorized for former daytime stations. 

A major problem for DX’ers is that the FCC has not produced any public records of the authorized 
powers and/or stations for PSRA and PSSA operation in many years. This is further complicated by 
several factors: 1) as additional new stations or station changes become operational, a number of PSRA 
and/or PSSA powers for other stations must be recalculated; 2) not all stations have chosen to use 
these authorizations, some not notifying the FCC of their intentions; 3) no formal rules appear to have 
been made concerning PSRA’s and PSSA’s for those former daytime stations later granted small night- 
time powers; and 4) many station owners and operators do not understand nor even know the require- 
ments of these authorizations, and therefore do not properly comply with them. The result is that 
many DX’ers report stations as operating outside of normal daytime hours with day power when a 
number of these may in fact be legally operating with a PSRA or PSSA. 

Given the considerations noted above, it will usually not be possible to determine what conditions 
actually apply in many cases. 

One result is a change in the way DX’ers must approach sunrise and sunset DX. The main conse- 
quence is that in many cases neither a sign-on or sign-off announcement nor anthem will be heard 
from many stations at their local sunrise or sunset times. On the other hand, however, there may be 
more of these available at 6:00 am local time and at two hours past local sunset. Of course, with the 
addition of low power nighttime operations for many stations, there are a lot fewer sign-ons and sign- 
offs in general. It is also undeniable that all of these situations contribute greatly to increasing the 
number of stations to wade through at any given time to find the ones we’re searching for, but such is 
the nature of DX today. It has become somewhat more difficult to plan one’s DX sessions than it used 
to be, and more of a case of being fortunate enough to be in the right place at the right time, which is, 
after all, one of the basics of the hobby which has always been a factor. 

As can be seen from the foregoing discussion, it is often nearly impossible to say with certainty that 
a given station is operating illegally with daytime facilities unless the reception is either prior to 6:00 
am at the station or more than 2 hours past its local sunset. Further, like many aspects of the hobby, 
these situations can provide DX for some and more pests for others, as can also be said of the confusion 
on the part of station personnel which sometimes may result in illegal operation. 


I'd like to thank Jerry Starr and Wayne Heinen for providing me with some of the details of how the 
programs worked initially and also as to how these programs were affected by subsequent authoriza- 
tions.

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DXP-2 DXpedition Phasing Unit 


Mark Connelly, WA1ION 
INTRODUCTION 

The DXP-2 is one of several phasing units designed to be uncomplicated and easily operable in 
ficld-site DXing situations such as in-vehicle operation in less than optimal lighting and space condi- 
tions. It is a reduced size and function version of the Superphaser-2 . For other compact DXP-family 
“DXpedition phasing units”, see DXP-1 and DXP-3 . As noted in other articles, the object of phasing 
units is to combine the contributions of two antennas at a 180 degree phase relation in order to null out 
a dominant signal (or noise) and let otherwise-inaudible weaker co-channel and adjacent channel sig- 
nals come through. 

DXP-2 is optimized for medium wave (500 to 2000 kHz) operation, though it may also perform 
reasonably well on the longwave and tropical band shortwave frequency ranges. Like the DXP-1, this 
is acompact unit (chassis: 5 x 4 x 3 in. / 12.7 x 10.16 x 7.62 cm) well suited to DXpeditions involving air 
travel. The DXP-3 is even smaller. 

Phase shifting is wideband in nature: tuning is not required. In high-signal urban areas, one could 
benefit from passive L-C preselection on each of the two input lines ahead of the unit. In most cases, 
this isn’t necessary. 

With broadband phasing, a null set up in a given direction is often effective plus or minus 100 kHz 
or more from the set-up frequency. 

Unlike commercial “noise cancellers” by MEJ and JPS-Timewave, the DXP-2 allows independent 
observation of each input line as well as providing two combined signal (null) positions. This enables 
the user to balance amplitudes accurately, at least if the receiver has an S-meter, before adjusting the 
phase for a null. For good null depth, each of the two input lines must have a similar strength of the 
signal to be nulled. 

OPERATING THE DXP-2 

Practicing on stable daytime medium wave groundwave signals is the best way to become familiar 
with the unit’s operation. When starting out, choose a frequency having some evidence of a second 
station under the dominant one. 

Initial set-up: 

Connect a passive (unpowered) antenna to J1, or connect an active antenna (such as an MFJ-1024 
whip) to J3. 

Connect the second antenna to J2 (if passive) or J4 (if active). 

Connect a DC power source of +12 volts (min.) to +18 volts (max.) to J7. 

Connect the receiver, via coaxial cable, to J5. 

If desired, connect a spare antenna to J6. This is only connected to the receiver when $2 is OFF. 

Set $2 to ON. 

Set R1 and R2 fully clockwise. 

Amplitude Balancing: 

Set R3 to center. 

With $1 on 1, observe the level of the dominant signal (or noise) to be nulled. Also do this with $1 on 
2. 

If the signal level had been greater in the S1 = 1 position, adjust R1 so that the signal level measured 
with $1 on 1 is equal to that obtained with S1 on 2. 

Conversely, if the signal level had been greater in the S1 = 2 position, adjust R2 so that the signal 
level measured with S1 on 2 is equal to that obtained with S1 on 1. 

Nulling: 

Set $1 to Null-a and adjust R3 for the best reduction of the dominant signal to be removed. Also do 
this R3 adjustment with $1 set to Null-b. Leave $1 on the null position which gave the deeper, better- 
defined null. 

Finish up the null by small interactive adjustments of R3, R1, and R2. 

Occasionally it may help to set R1 and R2 “fully clockwise minus 1 hour” (e.g. pointers at “4 o’clock” 
if fully clockwise is “5 o'clock”) and then go back to the “Amplitude Balancing” section and proceed 
forward from there.

A READER ASKS: “Following your advice in an earlier column, we've looked for and actually 
hired part-timers from several unusual places. (One was a waiter our GM had while trying to pitch a 
potential client, another a door-to-door salesman who came into the station lobby.) But when they get 
on the air, they seem to clam up and become much more boring than they were before we hired them. 
When training ‘newly discovered’ part-timers, what are the most important things to start with?” 

DAN REPLIES: TELL THEM STORIES ... about how and why you got into radio, who influenced 
you, your best radio moments, what you still hope to achieve. War stories about broadcasting despite 
impossible conditions, accidentally locking yourself out of the studio, on-air flubs. Stories about per- 
sonal connections that have been made with listeners: The girl who called to request her late 
grandmother's favorite song...The fan who sent you chocolate chip cookies on your birthday ... The 
listener who berated you for mispronouncing the name of his favorite artist. Stories about transistor 
radios under the bed covers and at the beach. Endless struggles to control the car radio buttons. “Would 
you PLEASE turn that down” and “Wait, I want to hear this!” 

Novelty records and girl groups and Motown and Stax and Cadence and Elvis from the waist up 
and hearing “I Want To Hold Your Hand” for the very first time. 

Stories about lovesick teenagers dedicating songs back and forth to each other. About children 
turning on the radio before they’re even awake, feverishly hoping to hear those magic words from 
their local disc jockey: “No school, snow day....” About loneliness and a solitary voice reaching out to 
you. About making a complete stranger laugh or reflect or remember. About baseball games from far 
away on car radios.
